ly rogret that it shonld be my duty to

state my foars that there is something the

matter with our old, and, generally, estoamed
friend the Dwarf. I don't meet him in soci-
oty, that is to say, at the fuirs ns I was wont
to do; and althongh 1 do nol ﬂ\'[']'!nuk the
fact that I have cemsed to attend fairs, and
that, indeed, there are very fow fairs of the

old kind left to fraqnent, it is difienlt to avoid !

the unpleasant conviction that dwarfs, as a
raco, are dying out. Very recently, in his
gtrange, elogquent romance, Libhomms qui rit,
M. Vietor Hugo hns told ns that the pigmy,

preferably monstrous  and  deformed,
whose iotured semblance is to
be fmmH in so many works of the
old Italian and German masters, was, to |

most intents and purposes, a manufacturad
article,
“‘Comprachicos,” of whom M. Hugo has told

.us 50 many strangs things, pursued, among |

their varied branches of indastry, the art of
fabricating hunchbaoked, abdominons, hydro-
cephalous, nnd spindle-shanked dwarfs for
the European warkel: the purchasers being
the princes, potentates, and wealthy nobles
of the continent. The Comprachicos would
seem to have bhorrowed the mystery of dwarf-
mnking from the Chinese, who had an agreea-
ble way of putting a young child into a pot of
arbitrary forw, from which the top and bottom
had beéen knocked out, and in the sides of
which were two holes, throngh which the
juvenile patient's arms protruded. Tho
merry consequence was that young master’s
body, if be did not die during the process,

ow Lo be of the shape of the pot, and, so
ﬁrr a8 the torso went, the order of amatenrs
for a spherical dwarf, or an oval dwarf, or a
hexagonal dwarf, or a dwarf with konobs on

in chest, or an “‘egg-and-tongue” pattern on
his shounlders, could be executed with promp-
titude and despateb.*

But we have another informant, of per
haps greater weight and authority, who has
told us in what manner dwarfs, and bandy,
and ricketty, and crooked-spined children can
be manufactured without the nid either of
the Comprachicos or of the Chinese potters,
The learned and amiable Cheselden has
dwelt minutely in his Anatomy on the wick-
edly cruel and barbarous folly which marked
the system of nursing babies in his time, and
has shown how the practice of tightly
swaddling and unskilfully carrying infants
was calculated to cvipple and  deform
their limbs, and to stunt their growth. We
have grown wonderfully wiser since Chesel-
den’s time, although I have heard some cynies
mutter that the custom of growing children
in pipking could not have been more detyi-
mental to health or to the symmetry of the
buman form than is the moedern fashion
of tight lacing.

Be all this as it may, I still hold that the
dwarf—well, the kind of dwarf who can be
seen for a penny at a fair—continues, as the
French say, “‘to make himself desired.”
Surely his falling off mnst be due to the sur-
cease of the manufacture, Old manufactured
dwarfs are as difficult to light upon as Mort-

lake tapestry or Ohelsea china, simply,
 § suppose, because tapestry 18
no onger woven at Mort-
lake, and Chelsea produces no more

orcelpin ware. T'o an amatenr of dwarfs it
18 positively distressing to read the numerons
detailed nccounts which the historians have
left us of bygone troglodytes. Passing by
such world-famous maniking as Sir Jeffery
Hudson and Count Bornlawski, where can one
hope, in this degencrate age, to light ona
Madame Teresia, better known by the desig
nation of the Corsican Peiry, who came to
London in 1773, being then thirty years of
age, thirty-fonr inches high, and waighing
twenty.six pounds? *‘She possessed much
vivacity and spirit, could speak Italian and
Frenoh with fluency, and gave the most in-
quisitive mind an agreeable entertaimment.”
England has prodvced a rival fo Madame
Weresin in Miss Anne Shepherd, who was
three feet ten inches in  height, and was
married, in Charles the First's time, to Rich-
ard Gibson, Eaq., page of the backstairs to
his umjest{'. and a distingnished miniature
painter. Mr, Gibson was just forty-six
inches high, and he and his bride were
painted *‘in whole length” by Sir Peter Lely.
The little couple are said to have had nine
children, who all attained the usual standard
of mankind; and three of the boys, according
to the chronicles of the backstairs, enlisted
in the Life Guards, .

But what are even yonr Hndsons and your
Gibgons, your Corsican Taivies and your
Anne Bhepherds to the dwarfs of antiquity?
Where am I to look for a parallel to the
homuneulus who flonrished in Egypt in the
time of the Emperor Theodosius, and who
was 80 small of body that he resembled a par-
tridge, yet had all the functions of a man,
and would sing tuneably? Mark Antony is
said to have owned a dwarl called Sisyphus,
who was not of the full height of two feet,
and was yet of a lively wit. Had this Sisy-
phus been doomed to roll a stone it must
surely have been no bigger than n schoolboy s
marble., Ravisius (who was Ravisius?) nar-
rates that Augnstus COwmsar exhibited in his
plays one Lucius, a young man born of honest
parents, who was twenty-three inches high,
and weighed seventeen pounds; yet had hoa
strong voice. In the time of Jamblichus, also,
lived Alypius of Alexaudria, a most excellent
logician, and a famous philosopher, but so
small in body that he iuu-.{l_\r exceeded n cubit,
or one foot five inches and a half in height.
And, finally, Carden tells ns—but who believes
Carden?—that he saw a man of full age in
Italy, not above a cubit high, and who was
carried about in a parrot's cage. “*This,”
remurks “'l.llll(!y, in his “Wonders of the
Little World," “would huve passed my belief
had I not been told by a gentleman of o clear
reputation that he saw a man st Sienna,
about two years since. not oxeeoding the
same stature. A Irencbman hie was, of the
county of Limosin, with a formal beard, who
was likewise shown in & cage for money, ub
the end whereof was a little bateh into which
he retived, and when the assembly was full
cnme forth and played 6n an instrument.”
The very thing we have all seen at the fuirs,

gorgeously attired little pagod of the middle
agoes; the dwarf who pops oul of a pie at n
court banquet; the dwnrf who runs betwWeen
the court jester’s legs and trips him wup; the
dwarf of the king of Brobdignag, who is
jealous of Gulliver, and sonses his rival in a
owl of eream, and gets soundly whipped for
his pains, Or, in defanlt of this pigmy, give
me back the dwarf of my youth in his shum
three-storied house, with his tinkling bell and
sounding pistol.

It is not to be, I presume. These many
years past I have moodily disbnrsed in divers
parts of the world sundry franes, lire, guild-
ers, floving, thalers, reals, dollars, piastres,
and mark-banco for the sight of dwarfs; bul
thoy (Thumb and his company incladed) havo
failed to come up to my standard of dwarfish
excellence. Did you ever meet with anvihing
or anybody that could come up to that same
standard? Man never is, but always to be
blest; still, although my dreamns of dwarts
have not as yet been fully realized, I havo
been able to enjoy the next best thing to
fulfilment. I eall to mind perhaps the won-
derfullest dwarfs' house existing on the sur-
face of this erazy globe, It ig a house in tho
construction and the furniture of which muiy
thousonds of pounds were expended; and it
was built by a king for hisson. It is for Lhis
reason that I have called the diminutive man
gion *“The Palace of King Pippin.”

King Pippin's palace 1s in Spain, and haq
been shiamefully lu.‘HitclmI by English touris: s
in that interesting country. For my pari,
I think that it would be a great advantage t)
picturesque literature if the Alhambra anl
the Aleazar, the Bay of Cadiz and the Rock
of Gibraltar. the Sierra Movena, and the
Mezquita of Cordova, 4&he Cathedral of
Burgos, and the Bridge of Toledo, could be
eliminated altogether from BSpanish topo-
graphy. By those means travellers in Spain
would have a little more leisure to attend to
& number of “‘costs do Espane” which ave al
present passed by almost without notica.
Among them is an incomparable dwarfl honso
of mine. Xou will observe that I have ex-
cluded the Escorial from the catalognes of
places which English sight-seers in  the
Peninsula might do well, for a time, to
forget. The Real Monasterio de San Lorenzo
must needsbe visited, for King Pippia’s Palaco

tourists have the conrage to admit,in print at
| least, that this palace-monastery, or monas-
| tery-palace of the Fscorial is a gigantic bore

When it was my lot to visit it, my weariness

began even before I had entered its halls;
|f0r in the railway carringe which conveyed

our party from "Madrid to the “‘Gridiron
station,” there was a fidgetty little Anda-
I Insian, & maker of guitar strings, I think
he was, at Utrern, who was continually
rebounding on the eushions like a parched
pea in a firesshovel, and erying out to us,
“kl edificio, caballeros, donde esta el edi-
ficio?” It was his first visit to the northern
provinces of his native country, and he was
burning to see the “‘edificio.” To him, evi-
dently, there was but one editice in the world,
and that was the Escorial. When at last he
caught sight of its sullen facades, its stunted
dome and Llue slate roofs, the little Andaln-
sian fell into a kind of ecstacy, and protruded
so much of his body out of the carriage
window that T expected him every moment to
disappear altogether. To my surprise, how-
ever, when the train drew up at the station he
did not alight, hut murmering the conven-
{ tional *“Pues, Benores, echemos un oigarito,”
“*Well, gentlemen, let us mike o little cigar,”
calmly rolled up a tube of paper with tobacco,
‘ lit it, and adding, *‘Vamos al Norte,” sab-
sided into sleep, and, the train aiding, pne-
[ sued his journey to the Pyreneces, or Paris, or

the North Pole, or wheresoever else he was
bound. e was clearly a philosopher. He

Moreover, the inspection of embroi
dered copes, dulmatics, and  chnsable
soon palls on sight-seers who are not ora
upon the subject of Ritunlism: snd ns
Leing trotted through 'a vast Ubrary when
you have no time to read the books, all |
can say is, that in this respect 1 prefer
bookstall  in  Groy's-inn-dane, with  fre
access to the Ylwopenny box,’ o ithoe
libraxy of the Escorial, to the Bibliotheqne
Imperiule, the Bodleian, Bion College, and
the library of Bt. Mark to Lool. The ex.
terior of the Escorial, again, is absolutely
bideous; its grim granite walls, pieresd
with innupserable eyelet-holes, with green
| shutters, remind the spectator equally of

Hotel at King's Cross, The internal decora-
tions prinecipally consist of huge, sprawling

But who would care about a perdonal me-
mento of Bloody Queen Mory? She was onr
t-min1ry\\'mnn.:|.'Iaut most of us wish to forget
her bad individuality, utterly.

band?

To complete the lugubrious lmpressions
which gather round you in this musemmn of
cruelty, superstition, and madness, you are
taken to an appalling sepulchre under-
gronnd: a circnlar wvanlt, called, absurdly
enongh, the “‘Pantheon,” where, on ranges
of marble ghelves, are sarcophagi containing
the ashes of all the kings and qgueons who
have afflicted Spain since the time of Charles
the Fifth. 'This bonehouse is rendered
all the more hideous by the fact of
its being ornamented in the most garishly
theatrical manner with porphyry and verds
antigue, with green and yellow jasper, with
bronze gilt bas-reliefs, and carvings in varie-
gated marble, and other gimeracks, There is
an old English locution which langhs at the
man who would put a brass knocker on a
pigety door. Is such an architect worthier of
ridieule than he who paints and gilds and
tricks up a charnel house to the similitude of
a playhouse 7 As, with a gattering wax taper
in your hand, you ascend the staircase leading
from this 'antheon into daylight and the
world again, your guide whispers to you that
to the right iz another and ghastlier Golgotha,
where the junior scions of Speuish royalty
are buried, or rather where their coflins lie
huddled together, pell-mell,  The polite name
for this place, which might excibe the indig-
nation of “‘graveyard” Walker (he put n stop
to intramural interments in England, and got
no thanks for his pains) is the **Pantheon of
the Infantes.” The common people call it,
with much more brevity and infinitely more

eloquence, “ILl Pudridero," the ‘rotting
place.” The best guide-book you can take

with yon to this portion of the Escorinl is
Jeremy Taylor's sermon on Death.

Once out of the Dscorial, *Luke's iron
crown -—I mean the crown of Lunea fa
Presto’'s ponderons heroes—is at once re-
moved from yonr brow, on which it has bean
pressing with the deadest of weights. Once
rid of the Pantheon, nnd the stone staireasas
and the slimy cloisters, and you feel inclined
to chirmup almoest. The gardens are hand
some, although shockingly out of repair: but
bleak as is the sile, swept by the almost
ceaseless mountain blasts of the Guadarramn
range, it is something to be rid of Luca fa
Presto, and Philip the Becond, and St. Law
rence and his gridiron, and all their gloomy
company. You breathe again; and down in
the village yonder there is a not bad inn
called the Biscaing, where they cook very de-
cent omelettes, and where the wine is drinka-
ble. But before you think of dining you must
see King Pippin’s Palace,

This 15 the “*Casita del Principe de abajo,”
the *‘little house of the prince on the heights,”
and was built by Juan de Villanueva for
Charles the Fourth when heir-apparent. The
only circumstances, perhaps, under which n
king of Spain can be contemplated with com-
placency ave those of childhood. In Madrid,
I used alwnys to have a sneaking kindness for
the infantes and infantas—*'los ninos de
Espana”—who, with their nurses and gover-
nesses, and their escort of dragoons and
lancers, nsed 1o be driven every afternoon in
their gilt corches drawn by fab mules, throngh
the Puerta del Sol to the Rtetiro. The gnard
at the Palace of the Gobernacion nged to turn
out, the trumpets would be flonrished bravely
18 “‘los ninos” went by, Poor little urchins!
In the pietures of Don Diego Velasquez, the
ninos, in their little rufts, and kirtles, and
farthingales, or their little starched doublets
and trank hose, with their chubby penchy
cheeks, their ruddy lips, and great melting
black eyes, look irresistibly fascinating., Ah!
my infantes and infantas of Don Diego, why
did yon not remain for aye at the Toodle-
kins stage? why did you grow up to be
tyrants, and madmen, and bigots, and imbe-
ciles, and mo better than yon should have
been? This Carlos the IMourth, for instance,
for whom King l'i]'.pin‘h Palape was bnilt,
made an r.‘\-‘t{‘dlll;;l_\' bad end of it. Ha was
the king who was led by the nose by a worth-
less wife, and a more worthless favorite,
Godoy, whowas called “'Prince of the Peaco,
and who lived to be quite forgotten, and to
die in a gurref in Paris.

Ho stands alone, muperh and magnanimons,
intrepidity in his :n, fire in his aye, and a
roal little Toledo rapior in his hand.

Quien
sabe ! Train up a child in the way he shonld
go: and a _vuntﬂ of bull-fighting is a it pro-
parative for a manhood of crnelty and an old
nge of bigoted superstition.

It ir somewhat difficult to give an idea of
the procise size of Pippin's Pulace. Mr. Ford,
who speaks of the entire strncture with inef-
fable contempt, says that it is “just too small
to live in, and too large to wear on a watch
chain;” but I maintain that the Casita del
Principe is quite big enough to be the eoun-
try residence of Thumb, or Nutt, or Miss
Warren, or Gibson, or Hudson, or Ann Shep-
herd, or Madame Teresia, or Wybrand Lolkos,
the Duateh dwarf; a wonderful little fellow with
a head like a dolphin's, no perceptible trunk,
and two little spindle-shanks like the legs of a
skeleton clook. There should properly be n
statne east from the Manikin at Brussels
in the vestibule of the Casita; but, if 1
rocollect aright, the nnl:,' objact of H('iﬂp-
tnte in the hall is o life-size cast of the
Apollo  Belvedere, whose head of course
touches the palatinl oeeiling. Conld that
inanimate effigy stand on tiptoo he would
assuredly send the first floor flying, and
conld he perform but one verticnl leap, he
would have the roof off the palace in the
twinkling of a beg-post. Thorve is a tiny
grand stairease which (from dolorous experi-
ence) I know to be somewhat of a tight fit for
a stout tonrist; and to increase the exquisite
grotesqueness of the whole affair, the walls are
panelled in green and yellow jasper and
porphyry, aud there are verde antigque
colomns and seagliola pilasters, and bas.
reliefs in gilt bronze on every side, just
ns there are in the horrible tomb-house
hard by, There are dozens of rooms in
King Pippin's Palace; dining-rooms, andi-
ence chambers, council chambers, bed-
room#, libravies, ante-chambers, boudoirs,
guard-rooms, and ball-rooms, the dimen-
sions of which vary between those of so
many store cupboards, and so many midship-
men's sea chosts, But the pearl, the cream,
the consummation of the crackbrained joke
is that the furniture does not in any way har-
monize with the proportions of the building,
The house is a baby one, but the farniture is
Frown up. 'The chairs and tables are suited
or the accommodation of adults of full
growth. The walls are hung with life-size
ruttrn.ilﬂ of the Spanish Bourbons, The
wsts, statuettes, French clocks, chandeliers,
china gimeracks, and ivory baubles are pre-
cisely such as yon might see in a palace in-
habited by grown-np kings and princes, The
whole place is a pippin into which a crazy
king has endeavored fo cram the contents of
a pumpkin; and but for the high sense 1
entertain of the obligations of decornm, and
the indelicacy of wounding the susceptibili-
ties of foreigners, I might, had the proper
appliances been at hand, have wound up my
inspection of the Palace of King Pippin, by
ringing a shrill peal on a hand-bell, or firing
a pistol out of the first floor window.
